The Idaho Commission for Libraries (ICfL) assists in statewide library development and provides continuing education and consultant services to the library
community. Idaho's library community consists of 147 public libraries as well as school and academic libraries. ICfL also coordinates various statewide
programs, administers grants, advocates for library services, and facilitates planning for library development. Statutory authority begins at Section 33-2501,
Idaho Code.
